BEVERLY TUCKER. 


T he H aytian C om m issioner R eplies to the 
A ttack Cpon H im . 
W ashington, May 29ih. — The 
East­ 
ern press and Eastern public opinion, both 
Republican and Democratic, seem inclined 
to uphold the President in his appointm ent 
of Beverly Tucker as H aytian Commis­ 
sioner. A t first blush the appointm ent 
seemed an unwise one, but further investi­ 
gation of Tucker’s career shows it to have 
been largely that of every Secessionist, and 
that w hat is charged of him is without 
foundation. The leading Eastern press in­ 
sists that the attack is not so m uch on 
Tucker as aimed at Blaine. 
In an interview to-day Tucker insisted 
that he was gniltv of nothing worse than 
acting as agent for the Confederate Govern­ 
m ent in Canada, where he was engaged in 
exchanging cotton for meat, pound for 
pound. 
In the course of his interview 
Tucker say s: 
“ President Lincoln issued a perm it, un­ 
der the Treasury regulations, for W . G. 
Ford of this city, to go to Canada to trade 
with me. The perm it was w ritten by Mr. 
Lincoln but four or five m onths before his 
assassination. 
I 
had the perm it, and 
would have it now but that it was left with 
m y other valuable papers in the Bank of 
Baron, Forbes & Co., in Mexico, dnring the 
last years of M axim ilian’s reign, and was 
left with M arshal Bazaine. W hen I left I 
placed a trunk with my papers in the 
bank. 
Em ilio Baron, the President, died, 
and I never got them again, but Mr. Ford 
is living in New York, 1 believe. 
Mr. Lin­ 
coln gave his perm it 
but about 
four 
m onths before his death. 
Do you think it 
likely that I should w ant him killed ? 
I 
came back to this country during Grant's 
adm inistration, and have been here since. 
Vi lien I went to San Francisco, Secretary 
Sherm an and Secretary Evarts intrusted to 
me im portant service, and President Gar­ 
field made me one of the Board of Visitors 
to the Naval Academy. There was no cry 
against m e at that tim e." 
It is understood Secretary Blaine will 
stand by the appointm ent of Tucker. 


MAD AT MAHONE. 


Virginia R epublicans A nxious to Down 
the A stute Senator. 
W ashington, May 29th.—In response to 
a call issued by General Grover, Chairman 
of the anti-M ahone wing of the Republican 
party of Virginia, a delegation composed 
of about one hundred and fifty of the most 
prom inent members of that section m et at 
the Ebbit House to-day and prepared a 
communication addressed to General Ma- 
hone, to be subm itted to his committee for 
their approval or rejection. 
The committee then called upon the 
President for the purpose of presenting to 
him their side of the question of Republi­ 
can politics in Virginia. The President 
was unable to hear them to-day, but said 
he would meet them at a future day. 
He 
said he would be glad to have a copy of the 
proposition made to the Mahone com m it­ 
tee. and the committee promised to send it 
to him .

Tyner holds that the 
contracts are illegal and void, and that pro­ 
posals filed in January last are irregular, 
but not void. 
New contracts, based upon 
their previous bids, with sufficient security, 
and made oat in regular form, will be re­ 
ceived by the departm ent. The contractors 
claimed that the party signing the names 
lias a power-of-attorney from the parties 
interested. 


OUR SAILORS IN' SAMOA. 


A rrangem ents M ade to Transport Them 
to San Francisco. 
W ashington, 
May 
29th. — Secretary 
Tracy has just completed negotiations with 
the agents of the Oceanic Steamship Com­ 
pany at San Francisco by which the com­ 
pany’s steamer Alameda, Captain Morse, 
will touch at Apia on her wav up from 
A ustralia and take 
on board Admiral 
Kimberly and the rem aining officers and 
men of the wrecked nien-of-war and con­ 
vey them to San Francisco, from which 
place the latter will be transported to Mare 
island. The Alameda is expected to ar­ 
rive at San Francisco on or about Joly 9th. 
The departure of Adm iral Kimberly and 
party from the scene of the recent trouble 
looks like au ending of the Samoan diffi­ 
culties. 
Admiral K im berly sent a cablegram to 
Secretary Tracy, under date of yesterday, 
that the natives of Samoa are disbanding 
and peace prevails. 


OCR NATIONAL “ZOO.” 


T be G overnm ent A nim al Show to be Es­ 
tablish ed at W ashington. 
W ashington, May 29th.—The site of the 
new Zoological Park, for which Congress 
appropriated $200,000 at its last session, 
has been selected by the Commission to 
which the m atter was referred. 
It lies 
along the banks of Rock creek, northwest 
of the city, between W oodley lane and 
Klingel road, and comprises about 150 
acres delightfully situated and admirably 
adapted for the purposes intended. 
Senator S tar ford has si 
_ 7---------- — 
sent to the Sm ith­ 
sonian Institution a young antelope from 
California, to add to the collection for the 
National 
Zoological 
Gardens. 
It was 
eleven days on the trip and reached the 
park badly bunged up, but it is recovering, 
and Captain W reedin, the keeper, hopes to 
be able to save it. 
H eretofore it has been 
found impossible to keep antelope in con­ 
finement for any length of time. 


WORSTED GOODS. 


A D ecision That la of In terest to A ll 
W ool-Growers. 
W ashin gton, May 29th.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury to-day decided that worsted 
goods shall pay the same rate of duty as 
the manufactures of wool. Under the Act 
of 1883 the Treasury Department decided 
that worsted goods should pay a lower rate 
than woolen good* and classified them 
under a rate of about 35 per cent, ad 
valorem. 
Since that 
time the manu­ 
facturera of this country have been mak­ 
ing a bitter fight to have this decision re­ 
versed. Congressional investigations have 
piled up tons of testimony upon this sub­ 
ject, and thousands of dollars have been 
spent to bring about Congressional action 
or a change in the Treasury’s rulings. 
Although it is not generally known, the 
matter became in the East a sort of cam­ 
paign question. The crusade was carried 
on among the manufacturers of Rhode 
Island and Connecticut by both parties be­ 
fore the campaign opened. Some time ago 
a decision was rendered by an Appraiser, 
changing the Department ruling. 
An im ­ 
porter interested appealed to the Secretary 


of the Treasury, and to-day the case was 
decided against him , reversing the old- 
established ruling that had stood for six 
years. 
The decision is a great victory for the 
manufacturers of wool, and m ust to a 
greater or less extent interest all wool-grow­ 
ing sections. 


The Count's Concessions. 
W ashington, May 29th. — Friends of 
Count Eugene Mitkiewitz say that the Chi­ 
nese telegraph and telephone concessions 
which were granted to that gentleman as 
the representative of W harton Barker and 
other wealthy capitalists, and which were 
afterward suspended by order of the Chi­ 
nese Prim e Minister, are to be revived. 
Mitkiewitz’ friends assert that the new con­ 
cessions will be under his control and that 
he has associated with him a num ber of 
wealthy men of New York and the Pacific 
coast. 
It is further asserted that Mr. Bar­ 
ker will have no hand in the new deal, but 
that the Chinese Government will take 
stock in the enterprises, and they will be 
pushed im mediately.

W ashington, May 29th.—The Civil Serv­ 
ice Commission gives notice that in order

CHICAGO’S LATEST HORROR. 


Continued In terest bnt No New D evelop­ 
m ents in ihe Cronin Case* 


C h ic a g o , May 29th.—Several im portant 
links in the evidence connecting the cir­ 
cumstances surrounding Dr. Cronin’s death 
were brought out before the Grand Ju ty 
yesterday. M ilkm an Mertes testified that 
shortly after he saw a m an resembling 
Croniñ go up the steps of the cottage he 
heard sounds like pounding or crunching. 
Young Carlson, whose parents own the 
blood-stained cottage, learned from tbe 
Swedish truckm an who brought the furni­ 
ture to the cottage, that it came from rooms 
at 117 Clark street, opposite Dr. Cronin's 
office. A description of the man who 
bought this furniture and took it to 117 
Clark street, is now in the hands of the 
police. 
Young Mrs. Carlson gave a close 
description of the m an who hired the cot­ 
tage. 


TH E TORONTO DISPATCH . 
The attorney who was sent to Toronto by 
Dr. Cronin’s iriends to see C. T. I.ong, the 
newspaper correspondent w ho wrote the 
fictitious interviewjwith the doctor, has re­ 
turned. 
Long was laboring under a great 
nervous strain, but could not be brought to 
confess, in spite of the fact that Cronin was 
dead, that the alleged interview was not 
genuine. W hile the attorney was in To­ 
ronto he met “ B illy” Starkey, the ex- 
Chicago attorney, who left the city to 
escape going to the penitentiary for jury 
bribing. H e found upon investigation that 
Starkey and Long, who were professional 
short-hand writers in Chicago six or seven 
years ago, were on terms of friendlv inti­ 
macy, and about the tim e the fictitious dis­ 
patches were wired to Chicago they were in 
daily consultation. 
From this he deduced 
the conclusion that Starkey had a hand in 
concocting the dispatches. H e knew Cro­ 
nin as well as Long, if not better, for 
he was engaged in an effort to compel Cro­ 
nin to make certain statem ents before a 
Justice of tbe Peace in a fictitious suit put 
on record by the doctor’s enemies. 


EX AG GER ATED REPO RTS. 
Chicago, May 29th.—There have been no 
new developments in the Cronin case to­ 
day of a startling nature. 
The authorities say that the report of the 
proceedings before the Grand Jury, as 
printed in the m orning papers and a por­ 
tion of which was used in these dispatches, 
was greatly exaggerated. They claim there 
was no such testimony as that accredited 
to Carlson, and that nothing particularly 
new was adduced before the jury. 
Capiases in accordance w ith’ the indict­ 
ments were served on the three prisoners 
to-day. 
Woodruff, when seen by the reporters, 
refused to talk further about his confession, 
saying that he had said too m uch already. 
Coughlin would have nothing at all to say, 
either to reporters or to the Chief of Police, 
when the latter visited him . The Cor­ 
oner’s jury assembled this morning, but 
after consulting with the State’s attorney 
the Coroner decided to postpone the in ­ 
quest until next Tuesday. 
It is understood tbat it was the desire of 
the authorities that this be done for lear 
some testimony m ight cotne out before the 
public inquest which would retard police 
work. 
Chief H ubbard, when seen by a reporter 
to-night, asserted that there was nothing to 
be said and th at they were busy working 
on several clues, but that no fresh arrests 
were contemplated. 


T A L K OF SU PPRESSIN G T H E IN Q U IR Y . 
It is stated to-night upon apparently 
good authority that the present Grand Jury 
wiil not be asked to give the Cronin case 
any further consideration. 
The serious character of this announce­ 
m ent is best appreciated when it is rem em ­ 
bered that a considerable num ber of the 
members of the present Grand Jury are 
Irishm en or of Irish descent. 
W hile State's Attorney Longneeker is 
voiceless as a sphynx as to the reason for 
declining to continue the investigation un­ 
der the present jury, those high in authority 
do not deny that the question of nationality 
has much to do with Lis decision. 
This evening Byron S. Smith, Receiver 
of the defunct Trailers’ Bank, in which, it 
is said, were deposited funds which Cronin 
had mysteriously referred to in his pam ­ 
phlet alleging stealings, was closeted with 
Chief H ubbard for an hour or 
more. 
This would indicate that the authorities 
have widened the scope of their inquiry 
beyond 
the responsibility of the perpe­ 
trators of the m urder and áre acting on the 
innuendoes 
of 
the doctor’s professed 
friends, who have been doing so much 
talking. 
The police were busy all day searching 
every conceivable spot in the vicinity of 
the Carlson cottage and the place where 
the body was found in the endeavor to find 
some trace of Cronin’s clothing and case of 
medical instrum ents, of which no trace has 
been discovered. The underclothing found 
by widow H am burcher’s children proves 
not to be that of the dead m an. 


T H E 
P H IL A D E L P H IA SUSPECT. 
’ 
Peter McGeehan, the Philadelphia sus­ 
pect, talking this evening to a reporter, said 
that several days ago he was taken by a 
detective to see Mrs. Conklin. She first 
said McGeehan was not the man who 
called for the doctor. 
Then her husband 
came in and the detective introduced Mc­ 
Geehan in torm. Im m ediately on hearing 
the nam e, Mrs. Conklin surveyed Mc­ 
Geehan again and declared positively that 
he was the man who lured the doctor 
away. 
McGeehan said ■ “I believe that woman 
is capable of swearing a m an’s life away. 
Conklin has added to her reckless judg­ 
m ent some stories. I shall call him to ac­ 
count, for Dinan, the livery m an, says that 
I do not answer the description of the man 
wanted. The police now know that I had 
nothing to do with the case. I believe that 
the plot, or conspiracy, or whatever you 
please to call it, was purely a personal 
matter, and that the right cine has not yet 
been struck, or, if found, has not been pub­ 
lished.”

diseased meat when dressed. If a steer has 
a lam p on the jaw , or if it has pneumonia, 
there is no sign of it in a dressed carcass, 
yet it is nnhealthfnl food. 
This convention will take a very strong 
stand in favor of more legislation.

said that there was not so much competi­ 
tion with the monopoly in New York city, 
still the intluence of the Chicago concern 
could be felt and was growing.

A Terrible Cyclone Visits M cPherson anil

THE DAY. 


The memorial exercises of this day 
should be engaged in w ith heartiness by 
all the people. 
There is no need for 
lengthy sermonizing to impress upon the 
generation the purpose and value of the 
occasion. 
The momentous struggle that 
gave birth to the thought front which the 
observance of tbe day springs is too close! v 
inwoven w ith the history of the nation and 
the era of free institutions to demand 
labored review. 
T he original sentim ent 
from which the idea of decorating the 
graves of the soldier dead of the country 
came was one of the noblest and purest. 
W hat we need at this day to do is to guard 
against and repel the slightest tendency to 
m ake the occasion one for perpetuating 
prejudices and animosities, th at the sooner 
forgiven and laid away in the grave of the 
past the better. 
W e do not decorate the 
grave of the soldier of the Union to com­ 
memorate his victory over his brother in 
error, or to rebuke the men we have for­ 
given. 
The services of the hour are not 
intended to glorify achievements of arms, 
but to recognize anew the debt of gratitude 
th e nation owes to its citizen soldiery th at 
sealed beyond the possibility of breaking 
the indissolubility of the Union of States. 
I f we devote the day to exalting mere 
tieeds of arms, we encourage like exercise 
by those who opposed the Union forces in 
the lam entable struggle, and thus make 
jtossible the rekindling of m artial lezling 
in animosity. 
W hile we deck the grave 
of the soldier of the nation, we should do 
so w ith the expressed regret that it was 
ever necessary that he bore arms, and the 
determ ined resolve th at our conduct as 
citizens shall never be amenable to the 
charge that we trium ph over the defeated, 
or justify the perpetua .ion of the -pirit of 
contention. 
We can honor the brave 
American for his courage, w hile abhorring 
the error in defense of which it was rnani- 
fe.-t; we cannot afford to honor the men 
who stood in the forefront of battle th at 
this m ight rem ain an undivided peopie, 
w ithout renewing the vow every American 
shouid adm inister to himself, to prove true 
to the spirit of free institutions and loyal 
to the doctrine of the indissolubility of the 
Union of sovereign States. 


— of obnoxious individuals, it will be the 
part of wisdom to so legislate as to make 
all such by-laws stand as criminal com­ 
pacts, as conspiracies to do murder, for 
which every person subscribing shall lie 
held responsible. 
The gag law should 
not be applied to speech or press, but it 
should be invoked against all compacts to 
murder, and the pen and the press forbid­ 
den freedom of expression in framing such 
infamies. 


A f t e r seventeen years, the proposition 
to erect a monument to the memory of 
Horace Greeley has taken such form th at 
the work will soon be entered upon. 
I t is 
discreditable th at the m atter has been so 
long delayed. 
The week after the death 
of the distinguished journalist, the move­ 
ment to create a monument fund was be­ 
gun, but nearly two decades have passed 
into tiie unrecoverable, and the corner­ 
stone of the structure is not yet laid. 
Greeley was one of the best types of the 
American. H e stood as did Lincoln, Clay, 
Webster, Weed, Seward, and a long line of 
our great men, as a typical representative 
of American civilization, thought, pur­ 
pose, courage and energy. 
H e did not live 
for his own time alone, but he impressed 
him self upon the history of the country so 
forcibly, th at his memory will 
rem ain 
inseparable from it. 


T h e latest news from Samoa is th at the 
Samoan natives in arms have disbanded, 
and th at the peace which Admiral K im ­ 
berly advised prevails. 
I t must be then 
th at Tamessese has ceased his rebellion, 
and that M ataafa rules. 
If so the German 
pretense th at Tamessese was backed bv a 
showing of right vanishes, and there is 
nothing left for Prince Bisnarck to do but 
to acknowledge the authority of M ataafa 
until M alietoa return?, and dn election is 
held to select a ruling chief. 


I t does not seem possible for San F ran­ 
cisco to have a school census honestly and 
completely taken.

The 
truth is, th at the Furopeap Monarchies 
secretly agreed to show th eir hatred of 
republican institutions in Europe, by giv­ 
ing the Exposition the cold shoulder un­ 
der the pretense that the opening cere­ 
monies were commemorative of a political 
event related to monarchism hum iliat­ 
ingly. 
Two hundred and sixty-tlirce 
members of the 1 louse of Commons have 
signed a memorial and forwarded it to 
President ( -arnot, expressing regret th at 
the B ritish Embassador bad been recalled, 
and rebuking the English «loverunient for 
its blunder. 
Now let it lie supposed that 
on some great commemorative occasion re­ 
lating to some historic event upon the 
l>olitical value and qjrirueter of which 
Englishmen divide in opinion, and to 
which celebration all nations are invited, 
the French Republic withdraws its repre­ 
sentative at the Court of St. Jam es on the 
ground that the occasion is the anniversary 
of an event, the ]K>litical character of 
which is antagonized by the theory and 
practice of a republic, and th at beside, 
Englishmen are not agreed as to the 
wisdom or justification of the celebration; 
would not France be acting just as sulkily 
and foolishly, as has England in the present 
instance?

NOTE AND COMMENT. 


Senator Edm unds, in au article in the 
June 
Forum 
on 
“ Corrupt 
Political 
Methods,” estimates that $5,000,000 were 
spent during the last campaign, and much 
of it for illegal and im m oral purposes. 
After analyzing the causes of the low 
state of political morals that permitted 
this, he prescribes, among other corrective 
influences that are needed, better registra­ 
tion laws, the secrecy of tbe ballot, restric­ 
tion of im m igration and naturalization, 
and tbe publicstion of campaign expenses. 
W ho shall say that Senator Edm unds has 
not struck the key-notes of the music of 
the political future if American institu­ 
tions are to be preserved? 


Americans need have no present fears that 
the Valkyrie is going to walk off with the 
America cup. She has done nothing as yet 
that proves that she could beat the Thistle. 
W hen the latter came to this country our 
English cousins were certain she would 
take the cup home with her.

SOCIAL AND PERSONAL. 


T he L a te st Success o f a S o u th ern Pacific 
E n g in eer. 
Referring to the report of an accident that 
occurrred on the D uluth aud Iron Range 
Railroad a short tim e ago, when a train 
ran away going down a heavy grade and 
was dashed to pieces, causing injury to 
several persons, a reporter of tbs R ecjk d - 
U nion inquired of an engineer of the 
Southern Pacific Company how such an 
accident could happen if air brakes were 
used. The engineer prom ptly answered 
that the autom atic air brake is one of the 
most useful inventions of modern times, 
but it is plain in the ca3e alluded to the 
autom atic brakes failed to do their work, 
as will sometimes happen on engines not 
equipped with the Sweeney air compressor 
attachm ent, and 
then, seeing that his 
auditor did not understand, called his at­ 
tention to a locomotive which had just 
pulled the overlaDd train into the depot, 
and described the device, which it seems 
has been patented by Thomas P. Sweeney, 
an engineer in the employ of the Southern 
Pacific Company, and which practically 
does away w ith the danger of accidents by’ 
runaway trains. As is very apparent to all, 
if tbe air pum p on a locomotive which 
forces air into the reservoir to work the air 
brakes gets out of order or fails to furnish 
a sufficient quantity of compressed air. the 
force on the brakes is not strong enough to 
hold the train on a steep grade or when a 
sudden stop is to be made, and the train 
runs away. 
By the Sweeney attachment, however, 
the heavy overland trains are handled with 
the greatest ease and security on the heavy 
Sierra Nevada grades. The device is very 
simple, and consists in utilizing the m o­ 
m entum of the train to stop it. 
The 
cylinders of the locomotive aré utilized to 
compress air and force it into the reser­ 
voir, thus a supply of compressed air is al­ 
ways at command, it is easily and quickly 
put in operation, will never fail to work 
when steam is shut off and engine moving, 
needs no repairs, and cannot get out of or­ 
der. It is used in conjunction with the 
W estinghouse pump, and seems tobe indis­ 
pensable on roads having steep grades, and 
of great utility everywhere. 
It consists of a pipe connecting the 
steam chest with the air reservoir of the 
train brakes, in one end of which is a 
check valve and at the other end a globe 
vaive, connected by a rod with a handle 
in tbe cab 
aud opened 
or closed byr 
the engineer 
at 
will. 
W hen it be­ 
comes necessary to pum p air with the 
locomotive steam cylinders, the steam be­ 
ing shut oil and engine moving, the globe 
valve is opened and the reverse lever put 
on a point back of the center notch (if the 
engine is moving forward). The piston will 
then suck air through the exhaust pipes, 
compress and force it through the steam 
chest, globe valve and pipe into the air res­ 
ervoir connected with the train brakes. 
There has never been a runaw ay train 
where the locomotive was equipped with 
this appliance. The Southern Racific Com­ 
pany, always up to tbe times, and on the 
alert to adopt alt valuable contrivances for 
the security of passengers and employes, 
has secured a license to use th¡3 invention 
on all its lines, and has demonstrated its 
great value by actual use. 
Mr. Sweeney, the lucky inventor, is to 
he congratulated on securing a patent for a 
discovery that will not only be of inesti­ 
mable value to railroads and the traveling 
public, but which will also m ake him a 
wealthy m an.

A Local Institution that G ives Em ploy­ 
m ent to H undreds. 
The Sacramento Packing and Drying 
Company, a local incorporation, has gone 
far toward solving two very important 
questions, "What shall we do with our sur­ 
plus fruit ?” and “ How can we give em­ 
ployment to our boys and girls ?” It will 
handle during the present season 1,000 tons, 
or over 100 carloads, of green fruit, aud give 
employment for three or four months to 
from 300 to 400 girls and boys, women and 
men, all white. 
The first season’s pack, that of last vear, 
owing to its superior quality, sold readily 
upon its merits, and orders for the present 
season warrant the company in putting up 
the immense amount spoken of above. 
’ 
Yesterday a reporter of the Record- 
U nion called at the factory and was shown 
about the piemises by the Superintendent, 
B. H. Hulburd, and the President, J. M. 
Avery. It occupies the northwest corner 
of Sixth and G streets, at a point where 
cars can be side-tracked almost at 
the door of the factory. Originally 
the property 
was 
known 
as 
the 
St. Louis Brewery. A large two-story 
and a basement brick building with a forty- 
foot frontage and a depth of 160 feet is 
utilized as storage room for stock. The 
front room on the first floor contains the 
office and the rear room used for labeling 
and casing the canned product. Just west 
of the brick structure is a one-storv wooden 
structure, 40x160, where the work of pre­ 
paring and cooking the green product is 
carried on, and is a marvel of neatness and 
shows to what extent labor is assisted by 
machinery. This building was erected lor 
convenience, light and ventilation. The 
sides are of lattice-work, which admits ol 
a free circulation of air. The roof is of 
corrugated iron with a six-foot ventilator 
on the cone of the building for its entire 
length. The floor, like that of slaughter­ 
houses, is made of the best class of pine 
laid with a slant, which is easily washed 
with a hose at the completion of each day’s 
work, and as a consequence everything is 
sweet, clean, and the senses are at no time 
offended by decaying fruit or stagnant 
water or refuse of anv kind. 
The cooking vats, fifteen in number, are 
something new, of novel structure, and en­ 
able the handling of 30,000 cans of fruit 
daily in a manner so complete and auto­ 
matic that a can is never in the least dam­ 
aged and the operators are secure from 
scalds or burns. The vats are of wood, 
lined with zinc of uniform Size and ar­ 
ranged in two rows. Between the rows 
is a tramway or railroad th.it carries a 
wooden car containing 114 cans. These 
cars are picked up by machinery, lifted to 
the vat containing boiling warier, which is 
heated by steam, and when the! cooking is 
complete lifts them cut again with a rapid­ 
ity that is surprising. Bide Itracks take 
the cars of cooked fruit to the soldering 
table, where the small vent left from which 
to exclude the air is plugged up. They 
theu are wheeled back for a farther cook­ 
ing, and the next time they are taken out 
are side-tracked to the shower bath, then 
to the cooling room, where they are ready 
for l&beling. 
: 
The syrups and water used are all fil­ 
tered and strained to secure absolute pur­ 
ity and cleanliness. The syrups are kept 
in vats on the upper floor and descend to 
the operatiDg-room by gravity pressure, 
where they can be bandied With rapidity 
without waste or mussing. 
; 
A small engine does all the lifting, while 
an immense boiler furnishes steam for the 
numerous cooking vats, there-being no fire 
about the premises, except that in the 
engine-room. 
For solderiDg they have a most complete 
arrangement, the irons being heated by 
gas, which the company generates in the 
basement. 
The cutting-room is arranged with low 
tables and benches for the operators to sit 
upon, and every convenience is made for 
the comfort of the employes, such as dress­ 
ing-rooms and closets for both sexes and 
numerous refrigerators of ice water besides 
large and commodious wash-rooms. Work 
is mostly done by the piece, although some 
are employed by the day. 
The Directors of the corporation are J. 
F. Hill, Win. Schaw, J. XI. Avery, George 
' 5. Smith, P. B. Green, John Studerus, E. 
Dieterle, M. Kestler, H. G. Smith, A. Xleis- 
ter, and 8. S. Hoi], all well-known farmers, 
business and professional men. 
The Executive Committee consists of 
Directors Hill, Schaw, Avery and Stud­ 
erus. 
The officers are J. XT. Avery, President: 
S. Solon Holl, Secretary and Treasurer, 
and B. H. Hulburd, Superintendent. 
Among the stockholders are a majority 
of the local fruit-growers. They find in 
this factory a market for their surplus fruit 
and also a profit in returns of their invest­ 
ment in stock. 
A lnrge number of the orchardists on the 
Sacramento river are stockholders. Not a 
pound of their fruit comes to this city ; yet 
they insist that by supporting this cannery 
they keep out of San Francisco, their mar­ 
ket, one thousand tons of fruit, which keep 
up prices, and they know of no other in­ 
vestment which will insure them as good a 
dividend as cannery stock. 
The company has on hand 750.000 two 
and a half pound cans, and 150,000 smaller 
ones, besides gallon cans for pie-fruit and 
an assortment of receptacles, both glass, 
tin and earthern, for jellies, jams and pre­ 
serves. 
Their labels are most attractive and their 
“Old Fort Brand’’ appropriate. It presents 
Sutter’s Fort as it appeared in Is 18 at tbe 
time of the discovery of gold. Their "Full 
Weight” and "Gold Dust” brands, all 
standards, are equally attractive. 
About the latter part of this week they 
will commence putting up cherries and for 
that purpose engagements have been made 
for extensive shipments from the orchard­ 
ists at San Lorenzo. 
The Superintendent returned a short time 
since from a business trip east, where he 
succeeded in getting agencies established 
throughout several of the States and Terri­ 
tories, and quick sales and returns of the 
entire stock ib thus assured. 
Sacramento, owing to its central location, 
its numerous orchards in the immediate 
vicinity, cheap rates on tbe river, and the 
numerous railroad lines that radiate in 
every direction, Itas facilities for obtaining 
fruit enjoyed by no other city or town upon 
the coast. 
Signs of Better Things to Cotne. 
R. S. Carey has about completed his ar­ 
rangements for the laying of a double 
track on Tenth street, from K to O, and 
the work will shortly be commenced. This 
will greatly facilitate the service on that 
line of road. He intends also to extend 
his K street line to Twenty-third street. 
These improvements are strong evidences 
of the steady march of the prosperity of 
the city. 
Now. if some fairy could alight in our 
city while tbe people sleep and by the 
stroke of her magic wand transform the 
dingy, dilapidated down-town business 
structures into something modern and less 
offensive to the eyes of visitors, Sacramento 
would assume somewhat the appearance of 
a prosperous and progressive city, the ele­ 
ments for which she already jiossesses. 
The Colored M ilitary Com pany. 
Captain Sims Emory, the valiant com­ 
mander of tbe colored military company, 
is a happy man. The Captain some time 
ago went energetically to work to raise 
sufficient funds io place his company on a 
solid footing, and has met with remarka­ 
ble success 
Several enterprising local 
firms and citizens subscribed sums from 
$50 down, and a few days ago the Captain 
received checks from Senator Stanford and 
Colonel Creed Haymond for $50 and $30 
respectively. He has raised already some­ 
thing like $500, and is proud of the confi­ 
dence shown in him by the generous donors. 
With the aid of this money the Captain 
expects to have a " dandy ” aggregation of 
military talent.

TH E GLORIOUS FOURTH. 
The Executive C om m ittee D iscusses the 
Q uestion of Finance. 
The Fonrth of July Executive Commit­ 
tee met last evening, Mayor Gregory pre­ 
siding. E. A. Crouch, Chairman of tbe 
Music Committee, read bids from the First 
Artillery and Hussar bands for furnishing 
music, which were held for further con­ 
sideration. 
As Chairman of the Finance Committee,

He had 
conversed with Trustee McLaughlin on tbe 
subject, and the latter most emphatically 
said that not a cent would go out of the 
city treasury with his vote. Trustee Wolf 
took a similar stand, and, with two against 
one, the prospect of the Trustees furnishing 
the funds seemed to be extremely dubious. 
Xlayor Gregory came up smiling, how­ 
ever, and assured the committee not to de­ 
spair. It would be a disgraceful thing to 
let a Fourth of July celebration go by de­ 
fault, and he assured all that, although 
everything else was dropped, the parude 
would go on. He was willing to give any 
part or all of his month's salary rather 
than have no celebration. Smiles over­ 
spread the countenance of the Mayor, aud 
the committee, although somewñat puz­ 
zled at his prophecy that money would be 
forthcoming, agreed to stand by him in 
whatever scheme he proposed. 
The meeting adjourned to next Monday 
evening, at 8 o’clock. 
•TAMES LAWRENCE ENGLISH. 
D eath of a D istinguished Pioneer Cltlzon 
of Sacram ento. 
Among the names of men prominently 
connected with the early political history 
of California that of James Lawrence Eng­ 
lish holds a conspicuous place, and his rec­ 
ord is one of which any citizen might be 
proud. After a long and honorable career 
he died in this city yesterday at the age of 
76 years. Deceased was a native of Penn­ 
sylvania, and came to California among 
the first of the gold-seekeis. A lawyer by 
profession, he naturally took a prominent 
part in politics, and became Xfayor of Sac­ 
ramento in April, 1855. He was" the can­ 
didate of tbe American party, and was 
elected over Hiram Arentz (Anti-Ameri­ 
can) and It. P. Johnson, the Whig candi­ 
date. He was appointed by Governor J. 
Neeley Johnson as State Treasurer, in 
place of Henry Bates, who had been im­ 
peached, and at the following general elec­ 
tion, in the same year, he was elected by 
the people to serve out the remainder of 
Bates’ term. 
Deceased was often mentioned in con­ 
nection with the Democratic nomination 
for Governor in later years, and it ¡3 said 
that he could have had the nomination 
when William Irwin headed the ticket of 
that party in 1875, if he desired it. Some 
years ago he opened a private bank in the 
building formerly occupied by the Capital 
Savings Bank, and where the California 
State Bank now does business. For some 
three years past his health had been grad­ 
ually failing, and of late his malady devel­ 
oped into softeniDg of the brain. 
Mr. English was the father of XIrs. Henry 
Hare Hartley, and his death occurred at 
her residence. He was one of the foremost 
members of the Xlasonic Order in this 
State, having held the highest offices in 
that body.

W IRE FENCE!. 
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The O ld W ooden Ones R elug Gradually 
Supplanted. 
There seems to be a growing desire on 
the part of citizens to remove at least one 
objectionable feature of tbe down-town 
streets—namely, the poor character of tbe 
sidewalks. There is plenty of room for 
improvement, too. Next to the rattle-trap, 
superannuated awnings, or sheds, that 
overshadow the fronts of most of the busi­ 
ness places, the shockingly bad sidewalks 
form the most disgraceful feature of tbe 
city. There are several kinds of patent 
sidewalks now in vogue, and all of them 
are preferable to planks of various grades 
of thickness, while some can now be laid 
about as cheaply as the latter. 
The sidewalk in front of the Treadwell 
block on J street, between Second and 
Third, is now being improved, and the 
Coolot property, just west of it, will also be 
supplied with a walk of stone or similar 
material. It is to be hoped that ere long 
the entire business portion of J and K 
streets will be improved by the laying of 
sidewalks of uniform bight and material. 
Indeed, every person about to improve his 
property—whether for business or residence 
purposes—should lay walks of patent stone 
or themateriai resembling asphalt. The ex­ 
tra cost over that of planking would be trifl­ 
ing, at best, and in the course of time the 
latter would be entirely superseded.

W hat's the M atter W ith H aving the F el­ 
low H anged ? 
The following decision, rendered by the 
Supreme Court, wa3 filed in the office of J. 
S. XViliiams, Clerk of the Sacramento Dis­ 
trict, yesterday: 
Loveland (respondent) vs. Gardner—This 
was a Lassen county case, and the facts 
were about as follows : The defendant in­ 
closed his land with a barbed-wire fence, 
the posts being thirty-six feet apart, with 
three strands of wire fastened to each. The 
plaintiff, wno was an adjoining owner and 
stock-raiser, alleged and proved that some 
of his horses came in contact with the 
fence and that a number were killed and 
others badly injured. There was evidence 
tending to show that the wires of the fence 
were not properly stretched, but were left 
hanging loose between the posts in such a 
way that stock would not be likely to see 
them. The question of negligence in the 
construction ol the fence was properly and 
fairly left to the jury, under the instruc­ 
tions of the Court. The act of defendant 
in constructing the fence upon his property 
and along the public highway did not of 
itself render him liable to the plaintiff for 
the damages sustained, but if the fence was 
constructed and maintained in a manner to 
constitute negligence, he was properly held 
liable. A lawful fence, as defined by the 
Legislature, requires posts not less than 
twelve inches in circumference, set in the 
ground not less than eighteen inches, and 
not more than eight feet apart, with not 
less than three horizontal wires. The de­ 
fendant was not bound to maintain any 
fence at all, but having undertaken to 
maintain one, he was bound to see that it 
was not a trap for passing animals. The 
decision was based upon the principle that 
one should so use his property so as not to 
injure the property of another. The ver­ 
dict and judgment were in favor of the 
plaintiff tor $575 and costs. The higher 
Court remands the case, with instructions 
requiring the plaintiff to accept $300, or a 
new trial will De granted.

The Last Lecture of the Coarse—Prof. 
HairlKon on Uerm au Universities. 
The last lecture of the first season of the 
Sacramento Lecture Association was de­ 
livered last evening before a good audience 
at tbe Congregational Church, by Professor 
George H. Howison, of the Faculty of the 
State University. His subject was “At a 
German University.” 
It was an interest­ 
ing lecture and one of scholarly character 
and reflecting the culture of the speaker's 
mind, and more than all tbe strength of 
his powers of observation. His description 
of the method of gaining admission to the 
University of Berlin, of the rontine of the 
lecture courses and of Ihe personal appear­ 
ance, the method and the stvleof the lectur­ 
ers under whom he sat, was very interesting 
and instructive. Yet it was not a lecture 
for a general andience. Professor Howison 
reads in too low a tone and too rapidly, 
and is careless in enunciating proper ñames 
and unfamiliar or foreign terms, which de­ 
tracts from the pleasure of listening lo 
him, because it requires too much of effort. 
His voice is musical and very pleasant to 
the ear, which fact the more vexes Ihe 
auditor that it is not given with more vol­ 
ume and greater distinctness. Secretary 
Raymond of the Association made a state­ 
ment of the work of the season, which has 
been a very flattering one. There have 
been eight entertainments. The total re­ 
ceipts were $1,074 and the season ticket 
sales reached something over 1,000. It is 
the intention of the Association to begin 
at once to prepare for tbe season of 1S89-90. 
“ NOT GUILTY.’* 
L. N. H illings Acquitted of the Charge of 
M urdering Young Llghtball. 
District Attorney Bruner concluded his 
closing argument for the prosecution, in 
the case of L. X. Billings, on trial for the 
alleged murder ol Francis D. Lighthall. at 
2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. Judge Arm­ 
strong then read his charge to the jury, 
and the latter retired. 
At half-past seven o'clock p. m. the jurors 
returned to the Court-room and announced 
that they had agreed upon a verdict. The 
usual formula was gone through with, and 
Clerk Rhoads read the verdict — “ not 
guilty.” 
The defendant was congratulated by his 
friends present, and departed from’ the 
Court-room with the members of his fam­ 
ily.

D E A T H B T T H E DUMMY. 


A W om an AIangl«<l b y th e C ars a t San 
F ra n cU co. 
S a n F ra scx sc.1 , May 29th.—This m orn­ 
ing at about li o’clock Mrs. Nicholas Kra­ 
m er, a lady about ;¡6 years of age, was run 
over and killed by train No. 3 of the 
C eary-street extension. Point Lobos ave­ 
nue, between Cook and Blake streets. Mrs. 
K ram er lived with her three children and 
her husband, who is a hod-carrier, at 29 
Boyce street, a sm all place off Point Lobos 
road, near the scene of the accident. 
Ju st before the accident she went out for 
th e pir-pose of getting some provisions at 
th e store opposite. 
The youngest child, 
aged about 8 m onths, she carried in her 
arm s. 
The others’, 5 and 8 years old, ran 
along at hei side, the younger having hold 
of her unoccupied hand. After m aking 
her purchase she set out for hom e. 
She 
had gotten about half-way there when the 
accident occurred. Miss Eleanor H orran 
of 3139 Point Lobos road, was the only 
eye-witness to the accident that could be 
found, and her statem ent is substantially 
as follows: 
“ 1 was sitting in the front room when 1 
noticed one of Mrs K ram er’s children run 
across the track. T he train was coming 
dow n the track at the tim e, but I don’t 
think the poor woman saw it, for she 
•started across after the child, at the same 
tim e motioning for the other one to remain 
where it was. She had her back to the 
•dummy. Just as she stepped on the track 
I saw the train strike her. She threw the 
baby to one side and screamed. I screamed 
also, and m y m other ran out in the street 
to where the woman was lying. The child 
was underneath its m other and unharm ed. 
"We found that the wheels had passed over 
both legs below the knees, m angling them 
terribly.” 
The injured woman was removed to her 
hom e, and her husband, who was at work 
on Pacific street, summoned. She died 
ju s t about the time he arrived. The poor 
m an was crazed with grief, and several 
tim es attempted to throw him self before 
approaching trains, but was restrained by 
friends. 
Jam es G. Dow, the engineer who was 
running the dum m y at the tim e of the acci­ 
dent. this afternoon surrendered him self at 
the Central Station and was booked on a 
charge of m anslaughter. H e was at once 
released on his own recognizance.

May 29th.—Dr. Nel­ 
son, a member of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of the Province of Quebec 
and late member of the State Board of 
H ealth at Panam a, read a paper yesterday 
at the fourteenth annual meeting of the 
State Medical Society of A rkansas. His 
subject was '* Yellow Fever,” and the result 
of his experience, extending over manv 
years in Panam a, Colon, Mexico, Suba anil 
Tam pa, wbtch led to his bold forecast of 
the Jacksonville epidemics. 
Particular m ention was m ade in the pa­ 


per of Dr. Domingo F . Revie of Rio de 
Janeiro, who is entitled to the honor of be­ 
ing the first to recognize and cultivate a 
germ of yellow fever and to use inocula­ 
tion as a prophylactic. 
Mention was also m ade of the work of 
Dr. K. Girard, late Surgeon-in-Chief of 
the Panam a Canal Company, whose pro­ 
found faith in the protective power of in ­ 
oculation was fully shown by his inocu­ 
lating him self and" having a m ild form of 
yellow fever, which was followed by per­ 
fect im m unity from the disease, and, 
finally, the crucial work of Dr. Carlos 
Findley and Dr. Delgardo, of Havana. Dr. 
Nelson being personally fam iliar w ith the 
work of these gentlemen, he boldly antici­ 
pated the day when inoculations against 
yellow fever would take equal rank with 
inoculations against small-pox.

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P R E SB Y T E R IA N G EN E R A L ASSEM BLY. 


In terestin g M atters C on sid ered a t th e 
S ession In N ew Y ork. 
N ew Y'ork, May 29th.—At the Presby­ 
terian General Assembly to-day reports 
were received by the committee from th ir­ 
teen Presbyterian theological schools in 
the United States, which have seventy-five 
professors and other teachers and 793 
students. San Francisco had 134 students 
the past year at the Presbyterian Institu­ 
tion. The value of real estate is $00,000, 
and the endowment is $197,230. 
The Committee on Theological Semina­ 
ries reported. The following reference to 
the Pacific coast appears in the report un ­ 
der the head of "Special Recommenda­ 
tion": Our church upon the coast is in­ 
cluded in the synods of the Pacific and 
Columbia. 
Its duties and difficulties are 
grave and oppressive. Infidelity, intrigue 
and worldliness are prevalent, aggressive 
and alm ost overpowering. If we would 
m aintain there the historic influences of 
Presbvterianism, counteract the threaten­ 
ing* of evils and sanctify that growing em ­ 
pire to truth, it m ust be very largely by 
placing our San 
Francisco Theological 
Seminary upon a broad and firm founda­ 
tion. It m ust have speedy help. The 
work is painfully hindered by lack of 
funds. Its available assets are about $173,­ 
000, and to avoid disaster it m ust have an 
additional endowment of at least $100,000. 
The churches upon the field, num bering 
300, and with an average of only sixty-two 
members each, and these for the most part 
poor, m ust not be expected to assume this 
whole burden. 
The closing business of the assembly was 
hurried through with no debate of im por­ 
tance. Many reports of committees were 
heard, among them one on the Centenary 
fund for ministerial relief. About $000,000 
has been raised to be invested according to 
certain conditions. 
The Synod of Brazil, the London Coun­ 
cil, the Bohemian churches and the African 
slave trade were discussed. 
One enthusiastic Californian invited the 
assembly to visit the Pacific coast as soon 
as convenient. H e said he did not invite 
them to come next year because the Pres­ 
byterians seldom sent the same men to the 
assembly two years in succession. Know­ 
ing that every representative present this 
year would want to go to San Francisco, a 
motion would be of no avail. Then fol­ 
lowed the customary vote of thanks. The 
speeches of the Moderator and Dr. Crosby 
were features of the evening session.
